under date of Jaly 8 
He ssya: 


The provisions of this section 


(commonly known as the "Eight 
Hour law") were fully discussed be- 
fore and oarefally considered by the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
in the case of the United Stttes 
ainunot Martin, decided during Goto 
ber term. 1876. 
(See 4 Otto 400 ) 


The decision of this tribunal as to 
the proper construction and effect of 
the Motion in question is binding 
npon the executive departments and 
controls any relation which may ex 
ist between either of those depart 
menu and the mechanics or laborers 
whom they employ. 
It is therefore 


to be ascertained whether or not tbe 
circular in question (that issued by 
the Navy Department) is in aonfor 
mity with tbe section as construed 
by this Court. 


In the case named, the Court after 


observing that the section "was a 
direction of Congress to the officers 


in its service" holds that it only pre- 
scribes the length of time which 
•hall amount to a day's work when 
no special agreement is made npon 
tbe auhjMi, Mid that«it does, .not fox- 
bid the making of contracts fixing a 
different length of time as tbe day's 


"There are several things," the 


Court adds, "which the act does not 
regulate, which it may be worth 
•while to notice First it does not es 
tablish the price to be paid for t 
day's work. * * * It does not specify 
*ny sum which shall be paid for the 
labor of eight hours, nor that the 
price shall be more when the hoars 
ire greater, or less when the hours 
•re fewer 
It is silent as to every- 


thing except the direction to its offi 
oers that eight hoars shall constitute 
a day's work for a laborer. 
Second, 


the statute does not provide that tbe 
employers and the laborer may not 
agree with each other as to what 
time shall constitute a day's work 
* * * We regard the statute chiefly 
as in the nature of a direction from a 
principal to his agent, that eight 
hours is deemed a proper length of 
time for a day's labor, and that his 
contracts shall be baaed upon that 
theory " 
The circular mentioned is in per- 


fect harmony with the antlioutativG 


1 exposition' of the law 
It proposes 


to contract for labor on the basis of 
eigut hours constituting a day's work, 
and herein the direction of the stat^ 
ute is folly conformed to, and al 
though it provides for the allowance 
of a proportionate increase of waRfao 
where the workman elects to labor 
ten honrs a day instead of oight yit 
this is not at variance with tlie Jaw 
On the con rnry snoh a provision 
mast be deemed entirely consistent 
to tbe law., and as tbe statute, ac 
cording to the construction of tho 
Supreme Court,- does not assume to 
regulate the price of the labor, it la 
to be regarded as made not less in' 
tbe interest of the'employe than that 
of tbe employer. Since thindecision 
was made tberVhks been a foil dis 
onasion of the subject in the House 
of Bepresenfatives and the Senate at 
the last session of Congress, and it 
was apparently assumed throughout 
that the effeei of the decision of the 
Supreme Court was that which I have 
regarded it to be, and that it was 
necessary to, pass an additional act 
by which it should be provided in

With 
tbe Central Paoifia lands iu tins 
State it would make considerable 
difforencfi, as there are many valuable 
tracts in the Humboldt country yet 
unsold, and which are -Jield by .the 
company at three or four times the 
Government price. , There will be a 
much 'greater loss in California, es- 
pecially in the heavy timbered re- 
gions. We hope tbe decision will be 
sustained, because it was the in ten 
tion of the. Government to help tbe 
railroads just as much as their lands 
w,ould bring at Government price 
And Heaven knows that tbe treat- 
ment received by tbe people, at least 
ID this state, from the railroads has 
not been such as to cause them to 
feel that extra favors should be ex 
tended to the corporation.

Tbe fixed rate for Gov- 


ernment land has always been SI 25 
per acre 
The price was doubled 


along tbe line of the railroads on the 
theory that one acre of land conve- 
nient to a great steam highway was 
worth more to the settler than two 
acres could be if remote from any 
swift and cheap means of reaching a 
market. 
But it was only intended 


that the priou should be doubled, and 
certainly it never was meant that 
these gift lands should be held by 
raittoad companies for speculative 
purposes 
As Secretary Sohnrz says, 


tbe object was merely to assist the 
several railroad corporations to build 
their load*.—Enterprise 25<*.
